Will someone tell me why the little 
hog lice prefer the inside of a pig’s ear? 
There they congregate in clusters, and 
suck blood. They do not stick tight like 
ticks, but when they get a full meal, 
they move around or go to sleep. If 
they get rubbed or knocked off they 
only live a couple of days. Otherwise 
they live on the hog for a month, dur- 
ing which time the female will lay 3 or 
4 eggs every day. 

One hog gets lice by rubbing 
against another hog that’s lousy. They 
do not often pick up lice from bedding 
or pens.

Mature sheep prices will advance 
until April or May. The lamb crop may 
be slightly larger in 1957, but no big 
change has resulted thus far from the 
wool incentive. Eastern states are build- 
ing up a little, but Western states, es- 
pecially Texas, have been cutting back.

Wool prices are still in an uptrend.

Prices for 
foreign wools have advanced again and 
after paying the tariff, cost more than 
our wools, You'll get more on the mar- 
ket for your 1957 clip, but Uncle Sam 
will cut down your incentive payment.

Milk and butterfat prices prob- 
ably may come down 5 to 15% while 
production comes up 30 to 35% in the 
next 5 months. Prices will depend 
partly on whether Mr. Benson changes 
the price props for the year that starts 
April |. Dairymen’s earnings are good 
enough to maintain a slight uptrend in 
production. Herds are getting fewer, 
but bigger and better, especially in 
fluid milk sheds.

Feed grain prices may have a 
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mid-winter weak spell, but a moderate 
rise in corn and sorghums is likely by 
late spring. Total supplies are about 
the same as a year ago, but more is im- 
pounded in the support program. Live- 
stock requirements may be down about 
2% because of smaller hog crop, but 
better livestock prices encourage hold- 
ing grain. The government has begun 
to sell corn more actively “to prepare 
for take-over next summer of last 
year’s corn.” CCC does have a lot of corn 
that is 3 or 4 years old, so will have 
to sell more than last year. If the 
corn base goes in, prospect of some cur- 
tailment in corn acreage will be a price 
strengthening factor, but it will be 
partly neutralized by lower price sup- 
port. If you have surplus feed grain, 
a strong price upthrust early in the new 
year would be a good time to do some 
selling, specially oats and barley. If you 
hold for later sale, remember that Jan. 
31 is the latest date to obtain a CCC 
loan or purchase agreement on oats, 
barley and sorghums. If you need to 
buy, wait for price dips. Take advantage 
of CCC offerings of off-grade corn in 
your area. 

Protein feeds probably will stay 
rather cheap during the winter because 
of the large increase in soybean meal. 
Tankage and meat scraps along with 
soybean meal look like the best buys.

(from page ) profit margins were 
wide. He hasn't made much money 
during the past several years. On top of 
that he isn’t the best farmer in the 
world. He gets low crop yields, does 
poorly with his livestock and doesn't 
pay enough attention to costs. With 
present narrow profit margins, even a 
farmer on a good big farm just can’t 
make many mistakes or be very inefficient 
if he wants to stay in the farming 
game. I believe he would be better off 
to rent his place or sell out and get a 
full time job in town. 

My brother says there’s a good bare 
80 acres adjoining his 220 acres that 
he can buy. Land seems terribly high, 
but looks like the long-time trend in 
land prices is upward. If he can buy 
this 80 acres without going into debt 
very much, I believe it would make his 
present unit a little more efficient I 
don’t believe he should buy that larger 
farm down the road that is also on the 
market, but his neighbor with 120 acres 
might consider it. It would give him 
a more efficient unit and provide him 
with a house for a hired man, 

I expect profit margins to remain 
rather narrow for the next several years. 
However, since I have an economic 
sized farm unit I am confident that if 
I keep my costs under control, use my 
head and keep abreast of agricultural 
science I will find farming has profit.

1. What advantages are gained by, | 


feeding both concentrates and roughage 
(alfalfa) in pellet form? Saves labor, 
storage space and loss from blowing in 
outside feeding, as well as being es- 
pecially acceptable to the stock. 

2. What is the typical Quarter Horse 
like? A stout, powerful little horse not 
only fast for short distances but quick 
on the breakaway, pulling up short 
from full speed, turning on a dime and 
possessed of the bone, muscle, stamina 
and intelligence it takes Many of the 
best have a long, sloping croup and es- 
pecially full development of the muscles 
of the gaskin. Quarter Horses became a 
colonial tradition, so prominently were 
they featured in short distance racing, 
yet their utility value, as of today, was 
early acclaimed: “For 300 years he has 
herded cattle, pulled stumps and planted 
cotton six days a week and on the 
seventh he has raced.” 


3. How may spoilage in meat be 
prevented in the absence of refrigera- 
tion? By pumping aureomycin into the 
blood vessels right after the animal is 
bled out. Carcasses so treated remain 
sound at room temperatures for more 
than a week and deep spoilage or “sour- 
ing” was prevented in long storage. 

4. How much of the fertilizing value 
of feed is recovered in manure? De- 
pends upon the age and kind of animals 
which get the feed. Mature animals use 
less of the nitrogen, phosphorus and 
potash than growing animals and milk- 
ing females; therefore, the manure of 
the former has greater fertility value 
than the latter. A mature horse (not 
brood mare) at ordinary work excretes 
practically all of the nitrogen, phos- 
phorus and potash in its feed. 

5. Have black sheep any place in 
the flock? Yes, they are used as count- 
ers in large range herds, one to each 
one hundred head. 

6. How can molasses be made to 
flow freely from an overhead drum in 
cold weather? By use of an electric 
heating ring around the container. 

7. Are the larger dairy cows most 
profitable? While the larger cow has 
greater capacity to consume feed, milk 
production is influenced more by in- 
herited capacity than by size. Thus if 
2 cows produce the same amount the 
smaller would be more profitable. 

8. Can the breeder control sex? 
Since there are but two sexes and 
therefore an even chance to get the one 
bred for, many breeders have kidded 
tn mselves into believing it has been 
dote and have advanced some wild and 
inte esting theories as to the means.
